ST. PAUL, Minn., March 
One of the railroad managers 
who returned from tle Chicago 
conference with trainmen who 
have ordered a strike, said that 
while he hoped for a peaceful 
settlement of the ditficulty, 
there seems to be no medium 
Zround to work on, as the train- 
men had given their ultimatum. 

“It means,”’ said the manager, 
“an additional expense of $125,000 
per month on each of the North- 
west roads, and this, with the re- 
duced rates forced upon us by 
the Western States, puts us in 
the air as to future -expenses 
and income. It probably’ will 
work out all right. We shall 
probably be obliged to meet the 
demands of the trainmen, and 
we hope the low rates may bring 
increased traffic to offset this 
increase in expense.”

March 29.—-Whether an im- 
mediate*® suspension work by more 
than forty-five thousand tralnmen and 
conductors on 42 Western railroads shall 
ordered or whether such action shall 
be deferred until after the arrival in 
Chicago tomorrow of Chairman Kuapp 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and Commissioner of Labor Neill de- 
pends on the decision of represcilatives 
of the Order of Railway Conductors and 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen who 
went into the conference today. 

If a formal date for a strike is set, 
all arrangements probably will have 
been completed by Monday. Chairman 
Knapp and Commissioner Neill should 
reach Chicago by 9 a. m. tomorrow, and 
no time will be lost by trainmen in go- 
ing into conference with them. The 
men are anxious to conclude this meet- 
ing with the Federal officials as soon 
as possible, as they are being besieged 
with inquiries from their homes which 
cannot be definitely answered until 
after the Washington men have given 
their word and received an answer.

Carl Levy is the son of Sol and C allie

eit to $20,149.54, according to his report 
to the Probate Court.

Terror of Franklin Avenue 
“Bottoms” Is Given Five 
Years’ Term. 


Tony Foley, the reputed leader of 
the “Bottoms Gang,” is under sentence 
of five years in the Penitentiary for 
attempting to kill Policeman Patrick 
Stapleton of the Dayton Street Station. 

When the sentence was announced in 
Judge Sale’s court, some half dozen 
members of the gang, who had been 
pointed out by a witness during the 
proceedings, and who occupied front 
seats among the spectators stirred 
uneasily and exchanged startled glances. 

In his testimony Policeman Stapleton 
described the attack on him, which 
happened March 9. 

“They knocked me down, but as I 
fell I drew my revolver. As I got on 
my feet they ran east. I called to them 
to halt, and fired at them twice. 

“I caught Foley a half block away, 
and started back toward Twenty-third 
street. The others stopped and also 
turned back, but I did hot see them 
until someone jumped on my back 
and pinioned my arms to my side. I 
Was again thrown to the sidewalk, and 
as he wrenched himself away Foley 
seized my revolver from my right 
hand, 

“As I fell my night stick clattered on 
the sidewalk, and they again left me 
and ran. I was on my knees getting up 
when I saw Foley’ turn in the middle 
of the street and raise the revolver 
he had taken from me. 

“He pulled the trigger and I 
the fire flash out of the muzzie. The 
bullet whizzed close to my head. He 
did not stop to shoot again—maybe he 
thought he had hit me—he ran on, fol- 
lowing his friends. 

“I got another revolver from a bar- 
tender in a saloon near there and sent 
word to the station. We arre sted most 
of the gang before morning.”’

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A PUBLIC TRUST. 

A general strike on Western roads such as is 
threatened by the disagreement between tne general 
managers of the roads and the managers of the 
unions, who have been in conference, would cer- 
tainly be “an interference with interstate .com- 
merce.” It would also be a national calamity. 

If the managers appeal to the courts unde the 
Erdmann act or any other act, however, it will de- 
velop, perhaps long after the damage has been 
done, that neither in the Erdman act or any other 
act, is there any power of law, Federal or State, to 
compel any man to go on working because his ceas- 
ing to work would “interfere with interstate com-’ 








merce.” 

While this is true, every man who is connected 
with a railroad, from the president to the brake- 
man, owes a duty to the public which he has no 
right to ignore. He is bound in good faith to con- 
tider the interests of the puouc, its safety and its 
convenience, at least as fully as he does his own. 

This applies to all who are connected with cor- 
porations whose functions are those of public and 
semi-public utilities. They are not ‘“office-holders,” 
it is true, but they are holders of places of high 
publie trust. They are bound to reconcile their own 
differences among themselves in a way which will 
safeguard the public and justify its confidence in 
their good faith, their reliability and their business 
sense. 

Arbitration, concession, mutual compromises are 
the methods by which the partics to such disagree- 
ments may avoid forcing the public to “take sides” 
in its own paramount interests against both sides 
as both sides oppose the public interest when in- 
terstate commerce stons.

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THE OLYMPIC SPADE. 

There is apt to be an apologetic feeling in the 
mind of the city man who,

These 
airs will not prove immortal, but they are apt to be rendered with freedom 
and spirit, and thelr simple, pronounced rythm and melody are attractive. 

The sentimental ballad, too, is popular. It is not a.one the working peo- 
pie who come under the spell of such a song as that of the 1 asterful “Ben 
Bolt’ and his own tender Alice, who trembled with fear at his frown, and his 
too submissive friend, and his old schoolmaster so kind and so true, and the 
slab of granite so gray. There is no occasion for great concern over the evi- 
dent love of the many for the popular songs of the day, for such pictures as 
“Preaking Home Ties” and such plays as ‘Hazel Kirke.”

Measure Is ‘‘Rot,’’

BROAD DAYLIGHT 


Gotham Woman Robbed in Cab 
by Man She Hired to 
Carry Satchels, 


Man Overcome by Thieves in 
Motorman’s Compartment of 
Trolley Car,

NEW YORK, March 29.—Two  per- 
sons were drugeed and robbed in the 
strects here in broad daylight Thursday 
afternoon. For dare-devil boldness 
nothing equal to it has been witnessed 
hereabouts for a long time. 

Mrs. Cora E. Flynn of Kingston, N. 


Y., entered a cab at Broadway and For- 
ty-iourth street, one of the most con- 
spicuous spots in town. She was ac- 
companied by a satchel carrier, whom 
she had picked up to help with her 
luggage. Policemen found her uncon- 
scious in the cab at Fourteenth street 
and avenue B last night and after a 
fight arrested a young man who was 
with her. 

The prisoner said he was Robert 
Doran, 23 years old. He had in his 
possession more than one hundred dol- 
lars in money and jewelry that be- 
longed to Mrs. Flynn. After searching 
Doran, tho police noticed that his 
cheeks were distended. He was choked 
until he opened his mouth. Several ten 
and twenty-dollar gold pieces fell out. 

Mrs. Flynn started for the depot to 
take the 5 o'clock train for Kingston. 
Her purchgses were in two grips. At 
Park avenue and Forty-second = street 
Doran volunteeréd to carry her grips. 
She told him she would pay him to do 
SO. 
Mrs. Flynn led the way to Forty- 
fourth street and Broadway, where she 
ordered a cabman, William Kane, to 
drive her to the railroad station. Un- 
knewn to Mrs. Flynn, Doran counter- 
manded her order and instructed the 
cabman to drive to Fourteenth street 
and the Kast River. Kane says Doran 
offered him $20 to make the trip. 

The police say that Doran drugged 
Mrs. Flynn immediately on getting in- 
to the cab. They found two slender 
vials in his pocket, which they say 
contained drugs. Mrs. Flynn declared 
she lost consciousness at Forty-second 
street, and remembered nothing until 
revived in the police station. 

Policeman -Flyun—.saw the cab at 
Fourteenth street and Avenue B, which 
is near the famous ‘“gas-house’’ dis- 
trict. His suspicions were aroused 
when a roughiy-dressed young man 
sprang upon the step leading to the 
cabman'’s box and tried to strike the 
eabman on the head. 

Attacked by Two Men. 
The policeman ran to the cab and 


tried to open the door. ‘Swo men at- 


tacked him. Policemen Keenan and. 


Lackman were attracted by the fight 
and ran to his assistance. The two men 
fied. In the cab Doran and the uncon- 
scious woman were found, 

Policeman Keenan drove to the po- 
lice station w.th Mrs. Flynn, and Po- 
liceman Flynn took the prisoner there. 
At first the police were puzzicd when 
they searched Doran and found only a 
small amount of. money and some of 
Mrs. Flynn's jewelry. The gold he had 
in his mouth amounted to $70. He also 
hail a money order. Both -satchels, 
which were full of valuable Master 
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presents, were missing. 

The cabman was closely questioned. 
He said that when he had driven to 
Fourteenth street and Avenue B he be- 
came suspicious and wanted to call ¢
